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TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls 
police received on unexpected 
package at their doorstep 
Monday morning - one that sent 
nearly the whole department into 
the street. 

• The shoebox-sized package 
wrapped in plain brown paper 
was stuffed in an ash can near the 
police station’s front door. 

It was suspicious enough to 
evacuate most of the building, 
close off streets and call in a 
bomb squad. 

Three men from the Explosives 
Ordinance Disposal team from 
the Mountain Home Air Force 
Base arrived to handle the possi- 
ble bomb. 

While nearly two dozen officers 
watched from the street, a bomb 


squad member donned a protec- 
tive suit and inspected the pack- 
age. An X-ray was inconclusive, 
and they decided to blow up the 
package. 

The bomb squad attached a 
small explosive device and a 
wire to the package and set up 
a-U-shaped wall of- sandbags on 
the sidewalk. Then a' .bomb- 
squad member hiding behind a 
tree across the street pulled 
the package behind the sand- 
bags. 

“Fire in the hole!” someone 
screamed a second before the 
package was blown to bits. There 
was no secondary explosion, 
which meant the package wasn’t 
explosive. 

But tliat doesn't mean no crime 
was committed. 

“At this point we’re going to 
investigate it as if it were a true 
crime," police Sgt. Don Hall said.

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Computer 
virus is 
no friend 

‘Melissa’ disturbs 
computer systems 
across the country 


NEW YORK — E-mail systems 
at thousands of companies and 
government agencies around the 
country were swamped Monday 
by a cunning virus called 
“Melissa" that disguises itself as 
an “important message" from -a 
friend. 

The virus began to show up 
Friday and spread rapidly on 
Monday by making computers 
fire off dozens of infected e- 
mails. Although the virus appar- 
endy causes no permanent dam- 
age to a computer, its effects 
were far-reaching. 

In Portland, Ore., dry govern- 
ment slowed to a crawl. The c- 
mail network at Lockheed 
Martin, the aerospace company 
in Bethcsda, Md., was over- 


Michael Vatis, a federal prose- 
cutor and director of the 
National Infrastructure 
Protection Center based at FBI 
headquarters, said - military and 
government computers were sab- 
otaged, along with thousands of 
other institutions’ systems. 

“It is important that computer 
crime is not just dismissed as 
kids foaling around,” Vatis said. 
“There arc real consequences for 
real people." 

The FBI is investigating, he 
said. Vatis would not comment 
on whether investigators had any 
leads, or on where the namo 
Melissa came from. 

The Melissa virus comes in the 
form of an e-mail, usually con- 
taining the subject line 
“Important Message." It appears 
to be from a friend or colleague. 

The body of the e-mail mes- 
sage says, “Here is that docu- 
ment you asked for ... don’t show 
it to anyone else” with a winking 
smiley face formed by the punc- 
tuation marks 

Attached jo the message is a 
document file. Once the user 
opens that file, the virus digs 
into the user’s address book and 
sends infected documents to die 
first 50 addresses.

TWIN FALLS - A proposed 
Idaho law that originated in the 
Twin Falls Police Department 
was vetoed by Gov. Dirk 
Kcmpthomc Monday, and the 
officers who had pushed for the 
measure are glad. 

“I’m happy ns can be," said 
Sgt. Dan Hall, who had traveled 
to the Storehouse to testify in 
favor of the original bill with 
O'Leary Junior High School 
Resource Officer Jim Tutde. 

The bill, sponsored by rookie 
Rep. Randy Hansen, R-Twin 


Falls, was intended to keep 
adults from carrying guns and 
other weapons on school grounds 
- a ban in effect for students for 
several years. Two amendments 
pushed by Idaho members of the 
National Rifle Association were 
added in the Senate, though, 
allowing students to keep guns 
in their cars in school parking 
lots and letting concealed 
weapons permit holders carry in 
schools for the first rime. 

The changes had broad sup- 
port in the legislature, but Tuttle 
and Hall were joined in their 
opposition by law enforcement 
and school officials from across 


the state. 

“In my opinion," hhI giA ■“n 
made our children more an risk 
than they Were." 

The protests came after ibe 
amended bill passed bath boos- 
es, and Hansen, who champi- 
oned the idea in bis first t£D as a 
legislator, said be didn’t know 
how the Twin Falls officers feh 
until it was too late.

Prosecutors file murder charges against Nichols 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 
Terry Nichols, serving a life sen- 
tence for his federal conviction as 
a conspirator in the Oklahoma 
City bombing, was charged 
Monday with first -degree murder 
in state court and could face the 
death penalty if convicted. 

Nichols, 43, is in prison for the 
deaths of eight law enforce- 
ment officers. District Attorney 


Bob Macy had long promised to 
file state charges in the deaths 
of the 160 other people killed 
when a truck bomb tore 
through the nine-story office 
building. 

Macy filed 163 counts against 
Nichols. In addition to the 160 
first-degree murder charges, he 
accused Nichols of one count of 
first-degree manslaughter for the 


death of an unborn child, one 
count of conspiracy to commit 
murder and one count of aiding 
and counseling in the placing of a 
substance or bomb near a public 
building, 

Nichols was convicted in feder- 
al court in Denver pn Dec. 23, 
1997, for conspiring fo bomb the 
building and eight counts of 
involuntary manslaughter in the

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
weapon designed to knock 
enemy missiles out nf the sky- 
failed its sixth direct-hit attempt 
Monday, raising questions about 
the technological feasibility of a 
defense system that is now a 
national priority.

Microsoft 
bristles at 
suggestion 

WASHINGTON (AP) — On the 
^V^L'M^ei.ncfiotiarions.iruon 
effort to settle antitrust charges, 
Microsoft bristled Monday over 
indications that it might be asked 
to surrender the lucrative blue- 
prints for its Windows operating 
system. 

“There are laws in this country 
that protect the copyright of all 
companies that create intellectu- 
al property," spokesman Greg 
Shaw said. 

Microsoft was expected to 
meet here Tuesday with lawyers 
from the Justice Department and 
19 states suing it over alleged 
antitrust violations. Both sides 
are under orders from a judge to 
negotiate, although experts agree 
that any settlement is unlikely. 

The trial, in a lengthy recess, is 
tentatively scheduled to resume 
April 12 but may not continue 
until mid-May. 

“I do think the most likely result 
here is that we’ll be back at trial,” 
Wisconsin Attorney General 
James Doyle said Monday. 

Stephen Houck, a lawyer with 
the New York Attorney General's 
office who heads the states’ legal 
team in the trial, has openly dis- 
cussed requiring Microsoft to sell 
its operating system blueprints to 
other software companies.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Across the country, 
whites are leaving welfare more. quickly than 
blacks, Hispanics and American Indians, raising 
crucial but sensitive questions about whether 
America’s ambitious overhaul of its welfare sys- 
tem is leaving minorities behind. 

A strong economy and tough new rules have 
combined to move people of all races off welfare 
in unprecedented numbers. But across the coun- 
try, the proportion of radnl minorities on assis- 
tance has grown, in some cases dramatically, 
according to a 50-state Associated Press survey. 
Exceptions exist, but they are rare. 

The findings point 'to how much tougher life 
can be for many minorities, even compared with 
other poor Americans.

Finance officers, predict strong 
corporate earnings this year

NEW YORK (AP) — As small investor 
interest in stocks seems to be waning — 
temporarily of course, and more from 
weariness than fear — America’s corpo- 
rate finance officers have offered bullish 
news. 

On average, said the officers, the cor- 
porate earnings involved are likely to 
grow strongly this year, which is the 
ninth year of an almost unparalleled, 
wealth-spreading expansion. 

This is the sort of poll that has real 
meaning for stocks. Unlike all those 
other explanations for rising stock 
prices, this one makes fundamental 
sense, because profits power prices. 

It is worthy of attendon for other rea- 
sons too, most importantly because chief 
financial officers aren’t inclined toward 
undue optimism lest they mislead stock 


analysts, who are unforgiving. ' 

You might think they exaggerate, 
however, when you see their views 
expressed as percentages, as in the 
analysis of 371 responses to a Financial 
Executives Institute and Duke 
University poll. 

That survey showed that 68 percent of, 
chief financial officers anticipate earn-’ 
mgs this year that will bent those of 
1998, and not just barely but by an aver; 
age of no less than 15 percent. 

Such things aren’t supposed to be hap- 
pening, since anyone who was trained in 
the old school knows (why, it’s right 
there in the text books) that pressure on 
profits builds late in an expansion. 

Reading from such texts, it sounds rea^ 
sonablc: As expansions age, employers 
must hire less efficient help. Wages rise.

Japan’s slump may force liquidation

TOKYO — Giizuko Komatsu’s mother 
always used her water three times. First 
to wash the vegetables, then to scrub the 
floor, and finally to water the plants. 

Komatsu, 73, uses it twice: for the veg- 
etables and the plants. 

“It is part of the Japanese culture to 
save," she said. 

And with scrimping like that, Japan 
has been able to amass an estimated $12 
trillion in savings. 

The bulk is invested in Japan. Still, 
Japanese investors hold more than $166 


billion in U.S. stocks and bonds and ore 
the largest foreign holders of U.S. 
Treasuries, with more than $276 billion' 
worth as of December. 

But with the country in an economic 
slump tliat has lasted eight years, there is 
concern that Japan may be forced to liq- 
uidate much of its holdings, which would 
flood the U.S. market, sending bond 
prices down and their interest rates up 
sharply. ■

Inefficient plans must be activat- 
ed. Costs and prices rise. Buyers 
rebel. 

After several delays, some 
economists and market analysts 
seemed ready to declare that old 
age had come for this expansion. 
And while not especially pes- 
- simistic, their hopes were rather 
subdued. 

Now comes this, more good 
news amid a world of troubles — 
of war, of a Japan that can’t shake 
its recession, of a Europe that 
might be falling into recession, 
and of a Third World mired in 
recession. 

We all know that top corporate 
officers are well paid these days. 
For example, a survey by Pearl 
-Meyer compensation consultants 
shows large corporations paid 
CFOs an average of $228 million 
Jasryear. 

Various surveys show that 
wages for the so-called typical 
worker also have been rising in 
recent years, ending a hiatus. 

Figures from The Economic 
Policy Institute, a Washington- 
based think tank, suggest that 
while real (inflation adjusted) 
wages fell between 1989 and 
1996, they have risen about 5 per- 
cent since then. 

Evidence of that new money 
con be read clearly in the stock 
market. Before the 1990s, real 
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> estate always claimed the great- 
est percentage of household 
assets. Now it’s stocks, 33 percent 
to 24 percent. 

It provokes some real ques- 
tions, hard ones, for the owners.of 
those stocks. Homeowners have 
forever guarded their assets with 
all their brains and hrawn, hut 
how will they handle their stocks? 

Very big bucks are involved. 
The Conference Board, which 
gathers all sorts of business tind 
economic statistics, estimates that 
consumer assets grew 60 percent, 
or $15 trillion, during the 1990s. 

Of that SIS trillion of relatively 
new assets, $8 trillion results from 
stock market gains. That gives 
some idea of ' how deeply 
Americans are involved-in this 
market, short term and long term. 

In the short term, those assets 
bolster the confidence of con- 
sumers, who arc fearless in their 
buying. Their strong consumption 
keeps the economy humming. 
And u strong economy keeps 
slocks high. 

It all ties together in what you 
might call a great ball of wax or a 
Rubik’s Cube or, if your outlook is , 
dismal, a house of cards. 
Whatever, it doesn’t work without 
all the pans — all of them. 

And it’s why any good news, as 
in the CFO report, is always wel- 
come. There’s just too much bad 
news out there.

investment guidance division of 
the Ministry of Health and 
Welfare’s natiomil pension system.

But the biggest problem is that although 
the companies get money and a pat on the 
back for allegedly doing something good, 
they didn’t have to reduce global warming 
emissions. All they had to do was report 
that if they hadn’t taken certain actions, 
pollution would have been higher. 

While slowing the growth of emissions 
is a positive step, this is like someone not 
overdrawing his bank account. It’s good 
that he didn't go into debt but it doesn’t 
mean he spent less than the year before. 

And although certain companies - espe- 
cially some of the large electric u tili ties - 
stand to gain a windfall, we still have to 
actually reduce the same amount of pollu- 
tion as before, placing a larger burden on 
the rest of the utility sector and, indeed, 
the rest of U.S. industry. 

The Senate bill also allows verification 
- of past claims by a third party, but gives 
no further guidelines. This leaves open 
the possibility that a trade association, for 
instance, might validate the claims of its

to solving daunting problems: per- 
sistent poverty, environmental 
degradation, diseases old and 
new. Those hopes haven’t been 
dashed - yet. But there are disqui- 
eting signs, including regional 
wars and the proliferation of eth- 
nic conflicts. 

Because of its unmatched 
power, trends in U.S. perceptions 
and policies will make a huge dif- 
ference. Unfortunately, there 
- isn’t much to indicate that 
retltinking American priorities is 
under way. Decreases in U.S. mili- 
tary spending after the end of the 
Cold War were minuscule in pro- 
portion to the threat reduction 
implied by the self-destruction of 
the Soviet Union. 

The Reagan administration 
spent $55 billion researching Star 
Wars and didn’t succeed in devel- 
oping an effective technology. 

Now Clinton is proposing to spend 
tin additional $10.5 billion to 
develop a scaled-down system 
that, if workable, could intercept 
the few missiles that so-called 
rogue nations such os Iran and 
North Korea might be able to 
launch against the United States 
in 10 years. 

Such a system will be a waste of 
money, for any sta te capabl e of 
launching on intercontinental 
missile certainly could find alter- 
native means, including lobbing a 
nudear bomb from a ship a few 
miles from U.S. shores. Worse, the 
Chinese will see it as a threat and 
the Russians as a humiliation. 
Beijing likely will respond by 
stepping up its military program. 

Deployment of a missile- 
defense system would violate the 
1972 U-S.-Soviet Ami-Ballistic 
Missile Treaty. The Russians vow 
to stop reducing their 7,000 
nuclear-warhead arsenal if the 
United States goes through with 
deployment. The arms race likely 
to ensue will be highly dangerous 
-and expensive. 

Rather than spend vasflaims on 
ineffective and counterproductive 
military programs, the adminis- 
tration that takes power at the 
dawn of the millennium should 
focus on human needs at home 
and abroad: 

At home, a coalition of cancer 
survivors and advocates, indud- 
ing Sens. Connie Mack, R-Fhu, 
and Tom Harkin, D-Iowa, is call- 
ing for a 15 percent increase in 
medical-research funds. The pres- 
ident’s budget contains a mere 2 
percent increase. 

Abroad, in the next few 
decades the AIDS epidemic will 
attract a human toll of frighten- 
ing dimensions. Leadership and 
resources from die United States 
and other countries can prevent 
or alleviate vast human suffering 
in Africa, Asia and Latin America. 

In the 21st century, security 
<vill hinge as mudj on economic 
inequality, migration and control 
of epidemics as on traditional mil- 
itary variables. But politidans of 
both parties are still fighting the 
last war.

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — The 
letter from over 200 scientist s 
urging President Clinton to sup- 
port breaching eastern 
Washington’s lower Snake River 
dams to save salmon is drawing 
fire from top officials in the 
Northwest. 

Idaho Republican Sen. Larry 
Craig along with other GOP 
members of Congress contend it 
is inappropriate for the state and 
federal government biologists to 
take a public position on the most 
controversial issue in salmon 
recovery. But they are not press- 
ing for the scientists to be repri- 
manded. 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers is expected to make a 
recommendation early next year 
on whether to breach the dams to 
speed river flows so fish migra- 
tion to the ocean Is enhanced. 
Conservationists back breach- 


ing, but it is opposed by 
Columbia River Basin-reliant 
industries and by most officials in 
Idaho, who sec it ending opera- 
tion of the port at Lewiston and 
prompting demand for even 
more limited Idaho water to be 
flushed down the basin rather 
than irrigating prime agriculture 
land. 

Craig spokesman Will Hart 
sold other factors, such as preda- 
tion by seals and birds or a down- 
turn In ocean conditions, might 
be a bigger problem for salmon 
than the dams, and the scientists 
seem to have ignored that 

"By taking one alleged cause 
for declining salmon and making 
■ that the only focus of debate 
automatically puts their credibili- 
ty into question,” he said. “They 
are ignoring a majority of sden- i 
tific data that does not call for 
breaching dams."

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Supreme Court reinstates 
eastern Idaho lawsuit 


Family brawl results in four arrests 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Supreme Court has reinstated a 
lawsuit from an eastern Idaho 
hunter injured in September 
1995 when a borrowed shotgun 
discharged after being dropped 
In the bed of a pickup truck. 

The high court, in a 4-1 opinion 
issued Monday, reversed 7th 
"District Judge Richard St. Clair’s 
"decision dismissing Tory 
.'Bromley’s Bonneville County 
complaint against gun, owner 
Ronald Garey. 

St. Clair rejected Bromley’s 
arguments that Garey should 
have warned him or Dave 
Sholder, a hunting companion 
who actually borrowed the gun, 

: that it was defective. 

The judge said even such a cau- 
"non would not have prevented 
the accident. 

“To expect Garey to foresee 


and to warn Sholder, an adult, 
experienced, licensed hunter, 
not to point a loaded shotgun at 
nis hunting companion and then 
urop it, is akin to requiring a car 
owner, who lends his car to a 
licensed, adult driver, to warn 
the borrower not to run over 
pedestrians who happen to be 
crossing the street," St. Clair 
wrote. , 

But the Supreme Court majori- 
ty disagreed. 

“The problem with the district 
court’s conclusion is that it mis- 
charucterizes Garey’s duty," 
Justice Jesse Walters wrote. 
“Certainly, Garey hod no duty to 
warn the hunters not to stand in 
front of the shotgun or not to 
point it at someone and drop it. 
But, he did have a duty to dis- 
close any information regarding a 
dangerous malfunction.'’

Ballance to get out because it was 
a family problem, and they would 
take core of it, Warrell said. 

Jose Chavez Sr., owner, of the 
home, said he wanted everybody 
to leave. 

When Chavez’ wife tried to 
leave, Chavez Sr. forced her back 
into the house, the report said.

Viiginia may become 
fourth state to OK ban

Every day, 78-year-old Albert 
Adler opens his electronic mail- 
box looking for messages from 
family and friends. Increasingly, 
this is what he finds: electronic 
come-ons from nude (lancers and 
lascivious Lolitas inviting him to 
visit erotic Web sites or call a 900 
sex number. 

And that’s only Iialf of it. Like 
many Internet users, the retired 
publicist also has to wade 
through scores of messages tout- 
ing get-rich -quick schemes, mira- 
cle herbal cures, and “free" 
cruises to the Bahamas. When 
Adler sends e-mail to marketers 


asking them to drop him from 
their lists, his messages bounce 
back unddivcrable. 

“I don’t want them," he said. 
“But It’s difficult or impossible to 
remove." 

Unsolicited bulk e-mail — 
known disparagingly as “spam" 
— has become one of the most 
irritating facts of life on the 
Internet. No one knows precisely 
how much spam is floating 
around, but some analysts esti- 
mate that 10 percent of the 22 
billion messages transmitted 
each day are electronic junk. 
Spam is so. pervasive that the 
venerable Oxford English 
Dictionary has added the term to 
its lexicon. 

Spam attacks have brought 
corporate computer systems to 
their knees, sparked scores of 
lawsuits and persuaded legisla- 


tors in at least a dozen states to 
introduce legislation that would 
make unsolicited bulk e-mail ille- 
gal 

Last month Virginia 
lawmakers approved a bill mak- 
ing it a crime to send bulk e-mail 
with a false retur n imM 

Gov. James S. Gilmore HI has 
said he will sign it. Virginia is 
the home of America Online — 
the world’s largest Internet gate- 
way and a prime target for spam- 
mers. It will become the fourth 
state to outlaw spam, joining 
California, Washington and 
Nevada. 

“These people are criminals 
that should be behind bars. 
They're hurting the Internet 
industry and they're also hurting 
consumers," said Delegate Peter 
Francbot, a Montgomery County 
Democrat who has drafted a

Will the end come in 2000?

Delete it immedi- 
ately. Seme spammers will have a 
disclaimer saying you can reply 
and ask to hove your name taken 
off the list — do not fall for that 
scam. If you respond, this merely 
means that you are olive and well 
and enn type “remove." This 
makes you an even more desir- 
able target. 

Rather than responding, get in 
touch with your ISP and report 
the spam and sec what capabili- 
ties it has for blocking it. Often, 
technicians there can arrange to 
block mnjj that comes from 
known spammers. 

If you prefer to take things into 
your own hands, you can buy soft- 
ware for your computer that can 
filter incoming mail. Examples 
are SpomScnn97 ($23, webstcr*. 
image com); Spam Buster L4 ($20, 

- www.coatactplus.com) and the 
rhythmic SpammerSInmmer 1.3 
(free, www.spammerslnramcr. 
com). 

Unfortunately, it's hard to get 
100 percent protection — there 
arc an estimated 17,500 known 
spammers our thort. Like the cre- 
ators of computer viruses, they 
are always working hard to over- 
come defenses that people like 
you and me put up. 


Does Y2K spell tile end of the 
world as we know it? 

Gary North says it does. Of 
course, he's cried “Wall!” before. 
In the past North has predicted 
that the end will come through 
nuclear war and the AIDS virus. 
Now he’s harping on the Year 
2000 Problem. He says he’s 
moved to Northwest Arkansas so 
he can drill his own natural gas 
well and to be close to a conserva- 
tive Presbyterian church and a 
large university library. He rec- 
ommends stockpiling toilet paper 
to use as a barter item. 

On his Web site. North paints 
this scary scenario: “At 12 mid- 
night on January 1, 2000 (a 
Saturday morning), most of the 
world’s mainframe computers will 
either shut down or begin spew- 
ing out bnd data. Most of the 
world’s desktop computers will 
also start spewing out bad data. 
Tens of millions — possibly hun- 
dreds of millions — of pre-pro- 
grammed computer chips will 
begin to shut down the systems 
they automatically control. This 
will create a nightmare for every 
area of life, in every region of the 
industrialized world” 

The slightly more reasoned 
Senate Special Committee on the 
Year 2000 Technology Problem 
released its report earlier this 
month on the Web. “The Internet 
surges with rumors of massive 
Y2K failures that turn out to be 
gross misstatements," the report 
says, “while image-sensitive cor- 
porations downplay real Y2K 
problems.” 


Seems balanced enough. But if 
you peel back a few Web pages, 
you’ll hear committee chairman 
Sen. Robert F. Bennett, R-Utah, 
sounding a bit like Gary North. 
Several major industries are way 
behind the Y2K curve, Bennett 
warns. But the real problems rest 
with U.S. trading partners — 
Japan, Mexico, China, Germany 
and Taiwan — and oil-exporting 
countries such as Venezuela and 
Saudi Arabia.

The U.S. will 
undoubtedly be called upon to 
play a humanitarian role, much 
as it would in the wake of a dev- 
astating natural disaster.”

The Huskies beat top-ranked 
Duke, the team no one thought 
could be beaten in this NCAA 
tournament, for their first nation- 
al championship in their first 
Final Four appearance.

37 victories. 

The loss also gives Duke a 2-6 
record in national championship 
games, the titles coming in 1991 
and 1992. 

This title was the first for the Big 
East since Villanova pulled off 
another huge upset in 1985, beat- 
ing Georgetown. 

A jumper by Hamilton gave the 
Huskies a 65-59 lead with 8:S7 left. 
Elton Brand, the national player of 
the year who finished with IS 
points and 13 rebounds, got Duke 
right back in it. 

Brand blocked a shot by 
Hamilton then went down and 
scored on a fast break. He then 
stole the ball from Edmund 
Saunders 30 feet from the basket, 
but missed the free throw when he 
was fouled. 

After a basket by Chris 
Carrawell brought the Blue Devils 
within 65-63, Brand blocked a 3- 
point attempt by El-Amin and ’ 
Langdon made one of two free 
throws on that possession to make 
it 6564. 


Hamilton, a first-team All- 
American who was lO-for-22 from 
the field and had seven rebounds, 
finished as the tournament’s lead- 
ing scorer with 145 points in the 
six games, a 24.1 average. 

He was the tournament's Most 
Outstanding Player. 

Moore scored all 13 of his points 
in the first half and El-Amin had 
12 . 

Langdon was 7-for-15 from the 
field, including 5-for-10 from 3- 
poinc range, and Avery had 11 
points and five 

Duke’s only other loss was by 
one point to Cincinnati in 
November and only four times did 
a team come within 10 points of 
the Blue Devils, who led the nation 
in scoring (923) and margin of vic- 
tory (2S.4). 

Krxyzewski, who will have hip 
replacement surgery next week, is 
second on the NCAA tournament 
career victory list with 49. 

One of those was in the 1990 
regional final when Christian 
Laettner’s buzxer beater on an 
inbounds play gave the Blue Devils 
a 79-78 overtime win over 
Connecticut. 

There was no buzzer beater this 
time. The Huskies finally got 
revenge in the last tournament of 
the decade.

HAVANA (AP) - Baseball fans here 
delighted in the result of Cuba’s exhibition 
game with the Baltimore Orioles, saying that 
even though their beloved team lost it 
proved it could play with major leaguers. 

They hope for more such games, and ulti- 
mately a worming of relations between 
Washington and Havana. 

“It was a great show,” said Raul Garcia, 40 
a mechanic. "Let die other teams come Let 
the Yankees come!” 

Garcia was one of about 150 people who 
gathered Monday under the trees in 
Havana’s Central Pork, joining a traditional, 

• ongoing sports debate that normally draws a 
dozen or two people 

Many in this country of 11 million people 

followed Sunday’s game on TV or radio. 

‘'Excellent Game, Victory for Baseball, " 
the Communist Party workers’ newspaper, 
Trnbajndores, trumpeted in its Monday story 
about the match. 

The goodwill game between the Orioles 
and selected Cuban players proved “that it is 
possible to hare exchanges to develop a rela- 
tionship between the two countries,” Ricardo 
Alarcon, president of parliament, told 
reporters. 

“I don’t know how many baseball games 
we will have to cany out until we arrive at 
that point,” Alarcon said. “But if it takes 
many games, I hope we will win more' games 
than we lose." 


More dian anything, die game proved to 
Cubans that their players can compete 
against the highly paid professionals in the 
majors. For the past 40 years, the Cubans 
always said their players were just os good, 
but often they really weren’t sure. 

The last time a major league team played 
in Cuba was in March 1959, three months 
after the triumph ot the revolution that 
brought Fidel Castro to power. The Los 
Angeles Dodgers beat the Cincinnati Reds in 
that exhibition match. 

Alarcon insisted that in Sunday’s game, . 
“both teams won" because they were tied 2-2 
at the end of the ninth inning and Cuba only 
lost 3-2 after the game went into extra 
innings. 

The Orioles, with a projected payroll in 
excess of $80 million payroll, barely squeezed 
post a team of amateurs who earn an average 
of $10 a month. The Cubans outhit the 
Orioles, 1M. ■ 

The importance of the game to Cuba was 
demonstrated by the presence of Castro, him- 
self a former player. He watched the match 
from the first row behind home plate, sitting 
between commissioner Bud Selig and Orioles 
owner Peter Angelos, who first broached the 
idea of the game three years ago. 

The game, said Alarcon, “reflected the pos- 
sibilities that cair exist between two countries 
to have normal fruitful, .peaceful inter- ’ 
changes, when based on mutual respect”
